that  the  Auditors  Report  be  adopted  and  finally  allowed 
by  the  Council.     Carried. 

Moved  by  Mr.  Suffel,  seconded  by  Mr.  McCausland, 
that  the  resolution  passed  at  the  January  session  of  the 
Council,  appointing  Samuel  Price,  Esq.,  of  Port  Stanley, 
as  Arbitrator,  between  this  County  and  the  Town  of  St. 
Thomas,  as  to  the  amount  that  the  said  Town  si) all  pay 
to  this  County  yearly,  for  the  use  of  the  Gaol,  and  admin- 
istering of  Justice  be  rescinded,  and  that  this  Council  do 
now  accept  the  offer  made  by  the  Town  of  St.  Thomas,  to 
pay  tho  sum  of  six  hundred  Dollars  per  annum,  for  the 
next  five  years,  say  $820  for  the  Municipal  Loan  Fund, 
and  $280  for  the  Administration  of  Justice,  and  that  the 
Warden  be  authorized  to  carry  the  same  into  effect  on  the 
part  of  the  County.

place  permanent  stone  or  other  durable  Monuments,  at  the 
several  corners,  governing  points,  and  that  a  special  rate 
be  levied  ou  the  Township  of  Aldborough,  to  defray  the 
expenses  thereof.

suitable  plot  of  ground  for  the  said  farm,  that  this  Council 
do  not  now  go  into  committee  of  the  whole,  upon  the  se- 
lection of  said  site,  for  an  industrial  Farm  ;  but  that  the 
Warden^  Messrs.  Dobbie,  and  Clunas,  .be  appointed  a. 
special  Committee,  with  power  to  examine  and  secure 
until  the  next  meeting  of  the  Council,  a  suitable  site  for 
the  erection  of  said  buildings,  and  for  the  Indus  trial  Farm, 
and  that  they  be  guided  in  that  selection,  by  the  adapti- 
bility,  convenience  and  economy  of  said  selection.  Carried.
